Had they been 
guilty of all the M conduct and Miſ-ap- 

lication of their Authocity, that was poſs 
ible; yer 7/8 was an Aut-ority legally di- 
rected, and by the proper Perſons appoint- 
ed, viz. Conſtahl-s ard Watchmen, theſe 
can never be guilty of a Kiot. 

What theſe G- atl men propos'd to them- 
ſelves in this ridiculous Attempt, is very 
hard to imagine 3 if they thougbt, this Be- 
ginning would anticipate or prevent their 
being Inditted, they ought to have pre- 
par'd an Hoſpital for Fools, and beſpoke 
little Towns in it for the Mayor, Aldermen, 
Candidates, Cc.

rity» How the poor Wretches abandon'd 
by their At and G=—y, and le*t to pay 
their own Fines, came in like S. Idiers aiter 
a Battle is luſt, who throwing down their 
Arms cry Quarter, add yield at Diicretion ; 
how they came crying to the Bar, con- 
ſeſs d the Indiaments, and ſubmicted to 
Mercy. 

Was ever ſuch 4 mad Cauſe ! or a Cauſe 
ſo madly defended ! Help, Lefly, thou eter- 
nal Champion of mad Cauſes, and who once 
ſung the Triumphs of this Pa tv - 
Rebe uſe their Confeſſions, and defend heir 
Conduct; and if poifble, hook the Church 
io r a Share inthe Aﬀiction, Now, f 
ever, ſbe w thy Skill, in making theſe Madmen 
and the Church be all ot a nde; but have a 


Care, thou doft not bring in the Church 
taking Arms or Clubs againft the Civil 
Magiftrate, commery to Paſſive Obedience 
Principles, kuck ing down the QUEEN, for 
knocking down the Mayor and Conft ables is no 
leſs z it thou offereſt to do any thing of this 
Sort, I give thee tv underſtand, the Church 
had no Hand in it, no Concern in the Mat- 
ter. What tho" a ſcandaluus, raving, im- 
moral Prieft had wrote a lewd Pamphlet to 
vindicate the Caſe, the Man is dead, and 
gone 10 anſwer n;; let him alone, the Church 
claims to be clear of any Share in the Tu- 
mult, neither was any of her Clergy, fo 
—2 was the Enemy, indicted for the 
ior. 

But to conclude with a ſhort Hiſtory of 
the Fett, for che Information of ſuch as are 
yet ignorant of ic ; the Ciſe is thus : 

The Mob of Coventry headed by Sir 
Chr. Ha—s, and Mr- G=y, having at the 
laſt Election beaten the Magiſtrates, wound- 
ed the M:yor, diſarm'd the Watch-men, 
and taken away their Halberrs, and ſo car- 
ried on the moſt violent Tumult, that has 
been (een in this Nation for many Tears;

To back cneſe Proceedings, they indit- 
ed the Mayor and Magiſtrates, and ſome

On the other Hand, the Gentlemen and 
about 5c of their Mob were likewiſe in- 
d icted for à Riot, and this Summer Aſfizes, 
both Cauſes came to Trial. 

- Mr. Baron Price be ing Judge, very im- 
partially gave his Opinion, and the Magi - 
ſtrates could have no greater Honour, than 
to juftifie all their Proceedings to ſo general 
a Satisfattion ; that the Judge was pleas'd 
tu tell the Jury, among other very happy 
Remarks, that if they found them guilty 
they muſt overthrow the Governmeac of 
the Cicy—This and the Plajaneſs of the 
Caſe left no room but to acquit them, ich 
was done. | 

After this came on the Trials on the other 
lide, in which one or two being try d, Mat- 
ters appear'd ſo plain, that they were found 
guilty, and moſt of the poorer People = 
drawn in before, and now abandon'd —
